New York, contains a form for ordering literature and making a 
contribution to the SDS. An examination of this form discloses 
the claim by the 5 thas a contribution to SDS would be tax ex- 
empt. 


Section 501 of the Internal Revenue Code of 1964 lists 
the different classes of organizations and corporations that 
. are exempt from income tax. These organizations are not auto- 
. matically exempt but are required to-fite-an application for 
.exemption on forms that are set out in tbe Regulations; tbe 
1 Sa of Internal Revenue then determines whetber or not 
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the particular organization qualifies for exemption and issues 
a ruling with the approval of the Secretary of the Treasury to 
that effect. The most familiar type of organization under this 
ection is corporations and other organizations that are 
rganized and operated exclusively for religious, charitable, 
and educational, etc. purposes. The organizations defined in 
8ection 501.(c)(3) are for the most part those set out in 
Section 170 relating to deductions for charitable, etc., 
contributions, The main advantage that results from the tax 
exemption of an organizatim of this type is not the fact that 
its own income is free from tax but the fact that contributions 
made to it are deductible. 


Income Tax Regulations 1.501 (a) -1 (3)(1) states- 
that organizations such as SDS claiming exemption would have 
‘to file an application for exemption showing the character of 
the organization, its actual activities, the sources of its 
income and receipts and the disposition thereof, whether or 
not any of its income or receipts 18 credited to surplus or 
may inure to the benefit of any private stockholder or individual, 
and in general all facts relating to its operation which effect 
its right to exemption. To each such form or application shall 
be attached à conformed copy of the articles of incorporation, 
declaration of trust or other instruoents of similar import, 
setting forth the permitted powers or activities of the organi- 
zation, the by-laws or other code of regulations, and the latest 
financial statement showing the assets, liabilities, receipts, 
and disbursements of the organization. Each such form or 
application shall contain or be verified by ۵ written declaration 
that it 1s made under the penalties of perjury. 


It is to be noted that "The Professional Edition of 
Your Income Tax, 1965" by the J. K. Lasser Tax Institute, page 
120, states "You may deduct donations to religious, educational, 
and other philanthropic organizations, which have been approved 
by the. Treasurg to receive deductible contributions. An 
organization will tell you whetber it has been approved or you 
can check the Treasury's published list of approved organizations."

WISCONSIN SOCIALIST CLUB 


On December 10, 1957, a source described the 
Wisconsin Socialist Club (WSC) as then a duly registered 
and authorized student campus organization at the University 
of Wisconsin (UW) with a chapter membership of 21, including 
MATTHEW CHAFPERON and RONALD RADOSH, who prior to the 
dissolution of the Zabor Youth League (LYL) were publicly 
known as officers of the UW chapter of the LYL. On 
November 30, 1960, a source identified MATTHEW CHAPPERON / 
as then a member of the State Committee of the Communist 
Party of Wisconsin (CPW). 


On June 23, 1958, another source described tne 
WSC as an organization founded primarily on principles 
closely allfed with those of English socialists, with many 
of its members genuine socialists, but source observed 
there existed a pro-Marxist element in the club, including 
CHAPPERON and RADOSH, whicn element had taken the lead in 
policy-making functions of the WSC. On September 20, 1960, 
this source reported that RADOSH and CHAPPERON had been 
elected president and secretary respectively, of the WSC 
for the 1960-1961 school year. 


i The September 25, 1962 1.6606 of the "Daily 
Cardżnal,” student organ at the UW, identified the 1962- 
1963 officers of the WSC as JUDD GINSBERG, president; 
GENE DENNIS, vice president; DOUGLAS KORTY, treasurer; 
and ELSIE CHANDLER, secretary. The "Daily Cardinal", 
issue of February 6, 1963, reported that JUDD GINSBERG 
had been suspended from the UW for reporting a false 
address in Madison to the UW and living in an apartrent 
in violation of the UW rules. Another source advised on 
February 20, 1963, that PAUL HREINES had taken over 
GINSBERG's position as president of the WSC.

PAUL BREINES! father was described by MARTIN 
DIES, of the US House of Representatives in 19/1, as 
affiliated with organizations and publications which have 
been cited as Communist fronts. GENE DENNIS is the son 
of EUGENE DENNIS, who at the time of his death 1n 
February, 1961, was National Secretary of the CP, USA. 
Another source advised on July 25, 1950, that HERBERT 
S. CHANDLET, father of ELSIE CHANDLER, made contributions 
to the CP, USA and was "Ideologically" close to the CP, USA. 


Issues of the "Daily Cardinal" during the 1962- 
1963 school yoar indicated that WSC continued to function 
as a student csaa organization, and during 1962-1963
